LOOCHOW AKSENAL,

A telegram, from our London Corres- 
pondent, containing the important informa- 
tion that the Peking Government has con- 
sented to the Arsenal at Foochow remaining 
under the direction of French engineers for 
another. period of four years, is published 
elsewhere in these columns. This news has 
a particular importance at the present time, 
when war seems so probable, and its gravity 
is not lessened by the fact that the nation who 
is to continue the control of this big work- 
‘shop and gun- foundry is an ally of Russia. 
Several weeks ago.the !oochow correspand- 
ent of the Oniversa’ Gaselte stated that the 
debts of the Foochow Arsenal to the French 


have accumulated to an. amount of three’ 


million taels and if another two million taels 
was added, the establishment would become 
the property of that nation. Recently, native 
workmen ‘had refused to go to work, because 
the Arsenal had been behind in the payment 
The l’rench Chief Engineer 
promised to advance the expenditure of 
the works, and to chgage French labour 
in the place of Chinese. It is said the 
Arsenal will--discharge its - indebtedness 
to the French by building ships for them. 
From this it is not difficult to surmise what 
were the motives that induced the Chinese
